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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-32 are in the case. 

2. Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-23, 32 drawn to process of making formula LA or IB employing known 

microorganism slelected from genus of stempylium, glocolacdiuim etc., 

classified in class various, subclass various, depending on the election of species 
of microorganism and how the process is conducted i.e. including 
cryopreservation or liquid culture induction. If this group is elected, a further 
election of a single disclosed species of microorganism and the processing steps 
including production, purification and continuous processing of the process is also 
required. 

II. Claims 24-3 1 , drawn to process of making formula IA or IB employing 
Cunninghamella bainieria, classified in class various, subclass various, depending 
on classification and operability of the keep reagent Cunninghamella bainieria 
and how the process is conducted. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Group I and Group II employed patentably independent and distinct material for making 
the product by independent and distinct steps. No relationship can be identified that a process 

employing known microorganism such as stempylium, glocolacdiuim etc. is related to the 

micro-organism Cunninghamella bainieria, i.e. unrelated processes. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the groups/species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
groups/species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either 
instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence 
or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. In the

instant case, then there could have been no patentability of all the claims since claims 1-23 are 
statutory double patenting over US 6,613,907.
